Gently To Get 
Best Results 


URBANA—If a cow does not 


let down all her milk, maybe the 
milker is to blame. He may be 
causing some pain to the cow 
without knowing it. 


R. L. Hays, University of Illi- 


nois dairy scientist, says that a 
cow cannot hold up her milk or 
gl\e it down Ifke you'd turn a 
faucet on and off. Letting down 
milk is an involuntary process, 
regulated by hormones. 
Gentle 


treatment at milking time helps 
the let-down process. And it's the 
milker who handles the cows at 
milking time. 


Hays notes that incomplete let- 


down can be -caused by leaving 
the milking machine on after all 
the milk is removed. The machine 
makes the walls of the empty 
teat rub together. This irritates 
the delicate lining and gives the 
cow an unpleasant feeling. So she 
learns to associate pain with the 
milking machine, and adrenalin, 
or the "fright hormone," is re- 
leased to prevent complete let- 
down. 


Leaving the milking machine on 


too long also may injure the 
udder and make the cow more 
susceptible to mastitis. Four min- 
utes is about as long as you 
can leave the milking machine on 
without risking injury 
to the 


udder.

Chicken lice Eat Up Profits- 


4 
Chicken lice may be pretty small, but they can take 


away a big part of your profits. 


W. N. Bruce, insect specialist in the Illinois Natural 
History Survey, says it has been estimated that by con- 
trolling mites a poultryman may earn an extra $36 for 
each $100 invested. 


In general, either of two treatments will control all 


kinds of lice on the birds. You can use the old pinch 
method with sodium fluoride or sodium fluosilicate or 
spray with lindane. Both methods are highly effective. 


With the pinch method, you treat a bird with a 


pinch of the insecticide on top of the head and one on 
the neck and two pinches on each side of the back, 
thighs and breast and under the tail and wings. Both 
sodium fluoride and sodium fluosilicate should be ban* 
died carefully, since they are quite poisonous. 


With lindane, you don't have to handle each bird. 


Just spray the walls, roosts, bedding and nest boxes with 
a solution containing % of one per cent lindane. Use 
about one gallon to 1,000 square feet. The lindane spray 
also will control the common roost mite.

drinking raw milk or from com- 
-$ig into contact with the infected 
cow

alty for keeping an infected cow 
Starting in January lo1^, >>a«!ng 
a brucellosis-infected cow in your 
dairy herd will keep you from 


Some corn in Lee county has 


been struck with the northern leaf 
blight This chaffy corn pound for 
pound is as good or better than 
unaffected corn.

Off Soviet Weakness

You may have noticed that Russia and the satellite coun- 


tries are beginning to complain about some of the economic 
measures we're taking against them. 


The Soviet Union had some rather bitter words to say 


the other day about "unfair restrictions on trade" imposed 
by the United States. 


This is interesting information. Knowing the Russians 


aa we do, we can be sure they are very reluctant to admit to 
the West that the current tactics of economic pressure have 
been effective in any degree. Their acknowldgement can 
only mean we are hurting them. 


That damage must relate directly to parts of the Soviet 


economy involved in military preparations. Otherwise the 
Kremlin would hardly risk the embarrassment of admitting 
we have inflicted pain. 


The admission tells us even more. If any of us in the 


free world harbored the idea that the Communist nations of 
Europe are self-sufficient economically, that notion should 
now be dispelled. The likelihood is great that they need us 
much more than we need them. You don't complain about 
losing something you don't really require. 


There are in the United States and elsewhere in the West 


a. number of men amazingly well versed in the details of the 
Soviet economy. They know Russian history, they study the 
periodicals and every available document, they seek out ob- 
scurely published statistics, they read between the lines of 
Moscow's propaganda. 


From them our military leaders and statesmen may now 


gain fresh instruction, j.f .they can be put to work analyzing 
the Soviet rfactionf to D. S. trade restrictions.' In the list of 
materials whose flow to Russia we have cut off, where is the 
pinch greatest?

* 


, Careful scrutiny of the effects of our embargo surely 


should afford us a sounder guide than we now have to Rus- 
sia's potential for war. And that knowledge is absolutely 
basic to many of the political and military decisions we shall 
make in the months to come. 


More than that, it gives us a cue as to how best to apply 


heat to the countries in the Russian orbit. Many Americans 
have been saying economic blows would be the most telling 
—short of war—and now we have evidence to support that 
contention. 


A lot of the things proposed by our citizens to annoy the 


-Russians would either precipitate war or produce laughter 
in the Kremlin. But apparently Stalin and associates find 
nothing finmy, hi these trade measures. They have real bite. 


If th BO** arises, let's have more of them, only taking 


care that it is really the Russians we hurt—and not our- 
selves. '

The Doctor Answers 


Vitamin Pills Are Worth While, But Aren't 
Needed If You Have Well-Balanced Diet

Some questions are extremely 


interesting even though they deal 
with unusual conditions. 


Q—Are the vitamins which are 


being sold nowadays really good, 
and do they supply one with what 
is needed? 
—Reader. 


A—Vitamins which are now sold 


have to comply with the food and 
drug laws. In-practice this means 
that they are exactly what they 
say they are, or otherwise the 


imanufactnrern would be likely to 
get Into trouble. Whether every- 
one needs extra vitamins in tablet 
or pill form, however, is more de- 
batabfc. Most of us get about all 
the vitamins we need from an ordi- 
nary well-balanced diet

Q—I have a little finger on my 


hand that has never been painful, 
but is turning into my palm and 
getting stiff. The doctor says it is 
not arthritis, but I am wondering 
what it Could be. 
—P.H. 


A—Of course it Is impossible to 


make a diagnosis at a distance. 
However, the description fits per- 
fectly the condition which is 
known as Dnpuytren's contrac- 
ture. This is a rare disorder in 
which the tissues of the palm be- 


come shortened and thickened, 
drawing the fingers in. Its cause 
is not too well understood, but it 
has often been successfully treated 
with physical therapy or by oper- 
ation.

Q—Do^X-ray treatments help to 


clear up *an acne, but at the same 
time make pock-marks 
appear 


later where the acne was? B.W.S. 


A—X-ray treatments are some- 


times useful in the treatment of 
acne, but they have to be used 
with great eare. I do not believe 
that they would be responsible for 
pock-marks which appeared later 
on the skin; the pock-marks are 
the result of the acne and not of 
the treatment. ** * * 


Q—What s a cystic ovary? Is 


this a chronic disease? Mrs. C. I. 


A—A cystic ovary is a condition 


in which pockets or cysts contain- 
ing fluid or semi-solid material 
have grown in or on the ovary. In 
a sense, a cystic ovary is chronic 
since the condition is unlikely to 
clear up without treatment.

Q—Many people have told me 


that they preserve apples and 


rhubarb by placing the fruit, cold, 
in a quart jar and thei/adding cold 
water and one aspirin tablet per 
quart. What do you think of this 
method? 
Mrs. D. S. 


A—It sounds like a most un- 


desirable method to me. I do not 
think the aspirin would be an ade- 
quate preservative, and the aspirin 
might be undesirable for the per- 
son who took It latfeir when eating 
the fruit.

Jacoby on Bridge ' 


Where's the Moral in This Odd Hand? 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Sometimes it is very easy to 


find the moral in a bridge hand. 
Virtue is rewarded or crime is 
punished, and everybody can feel 
satisfied. But I'm having a ter- 
rible time finding the moral of the 
hand shown today. 


North's bid of four no-trump 


was intended as part of the Black- 
wood Convention. South was sup- 
posed to bid five clubs to show no 
ace; five diamonds, to show one 
ace; five, heart*, to show two aces; 
and so on. 


North's idea was quite reason- 


able in its way. He wanted to be 
in five diamonds whether or not 
South had an ace even though he 
would probably be set if South 
were aceless. He wanted to be in 
a slam if South had more than one 
ace. 


The trouble is that North's bid 


of four no-trump is not necessarily 
a Blackwood bid. Some experts 
would say it is. and others would 
say it is merely a raise in no- 
trump. Since North and South had 
not discussed this situation, it was 
probably foolish for North to bid 
four no-trump. Foolishness should 
ho punished. 


South was well aware that the 


bid of four no-trump might be 
conventional. 
South 
was 
also 


aware of the fact that he held only 
one ace. A prudent player would 
bid five diamonds with a partner 
whose meaning was not clear. 
South was greedy and therefore 
bid six no-trump. Greed should be 
punished, too. 


West began the punishment by 


doubling six no-trump. Then he 
led the ace of clubs. His plan was 
to follow it up with the ace of 
hearts, but 
he became greedy 


when he saw the dummy. There 
was lots of time to take the ace 
of hearts, he thought, so he led 
another club in the hope that a 
really big set might develop. 


When West led the jack of clubi 


at the second f'ck Smith won in 
his own hand, discarding a heart 
from dummy. He next cashed his 
remaining good club, discarding 
another heart from the North 
hand. Then he ran all of the dia- 
monds, saving three spades in his 
own hand; while dummy saved two 
hearts and a spade.

Advancement of Colored people.

Tobias was listed as an editorial advisor of the Protestant- a pro- 
Communist publication which maintained a violent anti-Catholic 
editorial policy. The Protestant carried his name as editorial ad- 
visor at several times from October, 1941, to September, 1946. 


On page 266 of the report of the house committee on un-Amer- 


ican activities, Tobias is listed as a member of the National Citizens' 
Political Action committee. The report says "it has been estab- 
lished by overwhelming evidence that the NCAPC is the major 
Communist front organization of the moment. It represents 
Cbmmunist party's supreme bid for power. The genius of a Commt 
nist-front organization is to secure the services of distinguished per- 
sons whose very names aid in concealing the Teal nature of the 
organization. 


On Page 313, the report begins: "Channing Tobias was an en- 


dorser of the Communist front known as the all-Harlem youth con- 
ference. 
The conference supported all the policies and measures 


which were then advocated by th* Communist party and all its front 
organizations." 


On page 340: Tobias is listed as a person "affiliated" with the 


American committee for the protection of the foreign born. The teal 
states that this committee was formed by the Communist party to 
exploit racial divisions for its own revolutionary purposes. He was 
named specifically as a "sponsor" of a dinner under the auspices 
of this front. 


On page 389: "The American league for peace and democracy 


was one of the most effective Communist fronts ever operated in 
America-" The report said Tobias was a member of its executive 
board on page 405. 


On Page 651: The report said Tobias was affiliated with the 


conference on constitutional liberties in America which "launched 
the national federation for constitutional liberties" which is
